THE ENGLISH IN EGYPT. 
————$—<————— 


There haye' been reports of disaffection in 
Egypt, and‘as the - British press has been 
reticent on the subject, it is surmised in Europe 
that the reported revolt of Egyptian native 
troops may have assumed serious proportions. 
This surmise, however, appears to be ground- 
leas, the suspicion on the part of the conquerors 
Appears to, have caused a measure of disconty 
ent among the troops:at Khartum, ‘The Cairo 
Mutayad says ~~ ‘ ‘ . 

“The Epyptian officers are dissatisfied chiefi 
because all newspapers are, denied them, with 
the exception of a couple of journals which ore 
absolutely under British influence, “Moreover, 
it seems ag if every one not of English birih is 
regurded with the utmost. suspicion by the au- 
thorities, and when the soldiers were deprived 
of their ammunition, open revolt was the result. 
The men regained their cartridges by force, 


‘saying that they must dhave means to defend 


themselves against the Dervishes. It wag on 
January 22, when eleven Maxim guns were 
sent from Khartum to South Africa, that this 
occurred. The prohibition of newsprpers was, 
of course, the resujt-of British reverses in 
Bouth Africa," : .
